A drummer boy, he heard only a 
dozen shots fired, but he watched with awe as 
General Sherman's troops moved past his 
camp in Chattanooga on their way to Atlanta.

MA. WILSON AND THE AIR FORGE 


THE WELL MAN OF EUROPE 


Exactly half a millennium ago this Friday the 
Ottoman Turks captured Constantinople, bul- 
wark of Eastern Christendom and capital of 
the Byzantine Empire. In celebration the cit- 
izenry of Istanbul (Constantinople’s modern 
moniker) will start a two-week-long fiesta. 

They have a lot more to celebrate than 
a 500-year-old battle. Turkish progress with- 
in the last 30 years has caused admiration 
throughout the civilized world and explod- 
ed the old Kipling adage that ‘East is East, 
and West is West, and never the twain shall 
meet.” In the 19th Century, Turkey used to 
be known as the Sick Man of Europe; the 
Well Man of NATO would be an appropri- 
ate epithet these days. 

At a frontier station in the Caucasian foot- 
hills on the 367-mile-long Soviet-Turkish bor- 
der is a sign which reads, “We Turks are proud 
of our freedom and we are ready to die for our 
freedom.” The U.S. can be proud of the help 
it has given the Turks in attaining that free- 
dom, Since Marshall aid began in 1947, we 
have invested more than $1 billion in Turkey. 
We can be even prouder of the wonderful 
use the Turks have made of this help. By ex- 
panding their productive capacity they have 
tripled their gross national production. The 
Turkish army has been modernized into one 
of the best, man for man, in Europe and in 
Korea. In 1950 there were free elections; the 
opposition beat the party that had been in 
office for 27 straight years. 

They catch on fast in that country. When 
Kemal Ataturk, the founder of modern Tur- 
key, decided that it would be a good thing if the 
Latin alphabet were adopted, he called in all 
the nation’s foremost linguists and grammari- 
ans and asked them how long it would take the 
population to switch over from the Arabic al- 
phabet. After a prolonged huddle the scholars 
estimated that it would take six years. “Okay,” 
said Kemal, in effect, “just assume that five 
years and six months have elapsed.” 
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“T assure you,” said President Eisenhower, 
“what has been done . . . is best for our 
nation’s permanent security.” One reason 
Americans elected Eisenhower was to be giv- 
en just such assurance on just this sub- 
ject. His administration has made one of its 
toughest decisions: to cut $5.2 billion out of 
the military budget for fiscal 54, most of it 
at the expense of the Air Force. 

In his radio speech last week, the Presi- 

dent also launched a campaign to sell this 
decision to the country. And none too soon, 
for the Air Force and its congressional back- 
ers have begun a counter-campaign of their 
own. The differences run deep and need more 
public ventilation. . 
Secretary Wilson’s military budget is per- 
satisfactory to the Army and Navy. As 
for his $5 billion cut in the Air Force, he 
defends this as more “realistic’’ than the 
Truman-Lovett budget. He promises as many 
effective Air Force combat wings in ’54 and 
°55 as could have been achieved under the 
‘Truman-Lovett schedules. His savings come 
chiefly from cutting future obligational au- 
thority. He replaces the Air Force’s previous 
goal of 143 wings, which was to have been 
achieved in 1955 or °56, with a new “inter- 
im” goal of 120 wings (though the Air Force 
claims it will not have enough manpower to 
reach even that). 

Wilson maintains that “we can decide 
next year what we want to do for ’S6 or ’57 
or ’58 and make the decision more intelli- 
gently than we can when we make it too far 
ahead.” In other words, he implies we can 
keep a free option on the 143-wing goal for a 
year. This raises some highly technical ques- 
tions about “lead time” and procurement 
practices to which an automobile maker and 
a jet plane maker might give different an- 
swers. Epithets are therefore flying; Repre- 
sentative Yort Democrat from the air- 
craft-manufacturing section of California, 
blames the Wilson budget on “defeatist ad- 
vocates of economy-at-any-price.” 


What critics of the budget can legitimate- 
ly claim to fear is another setback in the 
Tong struggle for U.S. air supremacy, which 
was lost after World War II. The jet revolu- 
tion has made this supremacy all the more 
imperative and all the more expensive. But 
it also makes it all the harder to define. Be- 
fore the President’s speech on the subject, 
Wilson’s budget had aroused much legiti- 
mate skepticism. How much of this has the 
President overcome? 

‘The President rose above the controversy 
by relativizing the whole defense picture. 
“There is no given number of ships—no spe- 
cific number of divisions—no magic num- 
ber of air wings . . . that will automatically 
guarantee our security,” said he. In balanc- 
ing the innumerable risks in a military budg- 
et, a few less air wings may be a fair price for 
a few more divisions of Roks. Such intricate 


questions transcend all slide rules and enter 
the realm of judgment. In effect Eisenhower 
asked us to assume that he knew all the 
slide-rule answers, and to trust his strategic 
conclusion. 

To give him this trust, one must assume 
that neither the President nor Wilson has 
been misled about the real effects of the 
budget cuts. That assumption will be tested 
in the current congressional hearings. Be- 
yond that, one must also understand certain - 
premises of their decision. 

One premise is the same one Truman and 
Lovett used to make: that since “we live in 
an age of peril” we must fix our defense 
costs where we can stand them over a very 
long pull. A second premise is one Truman 
and company could never bring themselves 
to admit: that their budgets were too big and 
exposed us to more economic risk than nec- 
essary. At any rate this administration is giv- 
ing a lot more weight than the old to the 
defense of the dollar, and of “our way of 
life,” in its strategic decisions. Who, retrac- 
ing all the calculations of these incompatible 
risks, would like to tell Eisenhower that he 
is more reckless than Truman? 


It is certainly not necessary to do so at 
this stage, for one simple reason. Mr. Wil- 
son emphasized the “interim” nature of his 
budget. So did the President, with a statistic. 
“Three aircraft with modern weapons,” said 
he, “can practically duplicate the destructive 
power of all the 2,700 planes we unleashed 
in the great breakout attack from the Nor- 
mandy beachhead” in 1944, Whatever its 
implications, here is a striking measure of 
the jet and weapons revolution. 

The 143-group Air Force was a goal set by 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff in 1951, on the 
basis of a National Security Council estimate 
which has yet to be superseded. Mr. Wilson 
rearranged this program not as a strategist— 
he largely ignored his Joint Chiefs of Staff 
—but as a production man who is resolved 
to save money for the defense of the eco- 
nomic front. But the Joint Chiefs have been 
superseded, by a new group (under Admiral 
Arthur William Radford) whose first major 
duty will be to re-evaluate our whole weap- 
ons and forces planning. 

As Senator Taft put it, “I’m still in favor 
of the most powerful Air Force in the world. 
L hope the new Joint Chiefs of Staff will tell 
us what the size should be.” They will tell 
us, no doubt, under the inhibition of a dol- 
lar ceiling, but with a new array of techno- 
logical possibilities which is constantly en- 
larging. This prospect makes it inadvisable 
to work up much blood pressure about the 
Wilson “interim” budget. President Eisen- 
hower is a political and military strategist 
who believes that airpower “daily becomes a 
more important factor in war.” He endorses 
this budget. For the time being, that should 
be good enough. 


‘HAS THE SUN STOPPED RISING?’ ASKS CHIEF RISING SUN 


A Senate subcommittee met last week for hear- 
ings on a bill which would pay the Yakima In- 
dians $13,656,000 for their fishing rights at 
Celilo Falls, in Washington, soon to be wiped 
out by the construction of the huge new Dalles 
Dam. A delegation of Yakimas came to say 


they wanted no money and no dam; they want 
only their falls and their fish, guaranteed them 
by a treaty of 1855 “as long as the sun shines 
or the river flows.” Up before the subcommit- 
tee rose Chief Rising Sun, a Cherokee and 
friend of the Yakimas. ‘Has the sun stopped 


rising?” he cried, “Has the river stopped flow- 
ing? Is our treaty a scrap of paper?” The sub- 
committee, knowing that the vast non-Yakima 
majority of the population in the Northwest 
wants dams and power more than fish and 
treaties, returned uneasily to its deliberations.

Eisenhower arranges a conference in Bermuda 
and Native Dancer scores revenge in Preakness 


With Anglo-American relations at a new low because of disagreement 
over the truce talks and the Attlee-McCarthy exchanges (Lirr, May 
25), President Fisenhower last week telephoned Prime Minister Win- 
ston Churchill and Premier René Mayer of France to arrange a Big 
Three meeting, The meeting was set for Bermuda, probably the end-of 
June, but Mayer is unlikely to be the French representative. The day 
after his phone conversation with Eisenhower, he lost a vote of confi- 
dence and was forced to resign—the 18th French government to col- 
lapse since World War IT, With France once more wondering who was 
strong enough to form a new government, a French cartoonist showed 
Eisenhower and Churchill on Bermuda eyeing the approaching raft 
of transatlantic sailor Alain Bombard (Lire, May 18) and saying, 
“There's the French representative. But who is he?” No agenda has 
been announced for the conference, but Eisenhower, Churchill and 
Mayer's successor will certainly discuss Korea, Allied relations and 
the British proposal for a meeting of the major powers with Russia,

No tax relief until 1954 


In a radio broadcast President Eisenhower outlined his new tax pro- 
gram (see Editorial, p. 26), Because of the continuing cost of national 
security the President asked for postponement of the 10% cut in in- 
come tax and an extension of the present excess profits tax, corpora- 
tion income tax and excise taxes. The President blamed the Demo- 
crats for many of the nation’s financial difficulties, but if he is to get 
his tax program through the economy-minded Republican Congress 
he will probably need the help of all the Democratic votes he can get. 


When the first phase of the government’s anti-trust suit against in- 
vestment bankers came to an end in New York last week, the 64 
lawyers took stock of their personal lives and found out that during 
the two and a half years of the trial they had come up with four mar- 
riages, 17 children and three grandchildren. If the judge does not 
now dismiss the case, the trial may run on several more years, giving 
the lawyers a chance to add to their vital statistics.

uenther found himself in a peculiarly 
complex situation. He was at the bottom of 
the Hudson River unable to swim, unable to 
breathe and with no firmer grasp on exist- 
ence than that he was able to maintain on a 
steel cable attached to two objects the move- 
ments of which he could not predict. 

His dilemma had come about in the fol- 
lowing way. With two other cadets he had 
taken a canoe and gone out on the river. A 
tug had come along heading upstream with a 
barge in tow; and the three boys, full of 
new-found knowledge of physics, had decid- 
ed to swing in behind it and let the water 
currents pull them forward and give them a 
free ride. But the towline brushed against 
their craft and tipped it over, spilling them 
all. Gruenther managed to grab the towline. 
The captain stopped his engines as soon as 
he saw the accident and the line slackened 
and sank, with Gruenther still clinging to it. 

He spent what seemed to him to be a very 
long time at the bottom of the river. It is 
generally believed that in such circumstances 
one’s whole life flashes through one’s mind. 
But Gruenther wasted no time in such prof- 
itless reverie. Instead he was energetically 
studying the probabilities of the situation, 
which he rapidly figured to be as follow: 

1. There was little point in trying to ris 
to the surface since: a) he would almost cer- 
tainly sink again before anyone could reach 
him; b) he might well be overrun by the 
barge,.which surely would finish him; c) he 
might come up beneath it and hit his head, 
or d) if the tug reversed engines he might 
be mangled by the propellers. 

2. If he hung on to the towline he would 
be brought up sooner or later, when the tug 
started again: a) he might be dead, but at 
any rate his body would be given decent 
burial instead of drifting in the river; b) he 
might be merely unconscious and could be 
revived by artificial respiration; c) if the cap- 
tain, a crewman, or either of his two friends 
had seen him go down with the line and if 
logic prevailed on the surface as it did at the 

_ Tiver bottom, the tug would pull forward, 
stretching the line taut, and bring him up 
while still conscious. 

The advantage clearly lay in staying where 
he was, which Gruenther did. As it happened,

captain guessed correctly and moved for- 
ward, and Gruenther came up gasping and 
bubbling but alive. He was hauled aboard, 
dried out and, after a lecture from the cap- 
tain, loaded into the canoe with his friends 
and sent back in the direction of West Point. 

Thus he was saved for a higher destiny, 
which now involves him in organizing the 
defenses of Western Europe as the new Su- 
preme Commander of the Allied Powers, in 
the past has placed him in some of the most 
important jobs in the U.S. defense establish- 
ment, and in the future will very likely make 
him chief of staff of the U.S. Army. His ca- 
reer, a model of its kind, has been the result 
principally of three main factors.

The precision of Gruenther’s mind is fa- 
mous in the Army, where he is known as a 
sort of human IBM machine, an automaton 
who effortlessly digests masses of complex 
facts and unfalteringly produces the correct 
answer. As nearly as it is possible to do so, 
he leaves nothing to chance. Yet Gruenther 
believes in luck, and experience has shown 
him that good luck at first may look like 
something quite the opposite. The interplay 
of luck with the two other foregoing ele- 
ments, with the customary happy result for 
Gruenther, can be seen in how he happened 
to learn to play bridge, an event of more im- 
portance than one might suppose. 


The benefits of bridge 


N 1920, soon after graduating from West 

Point, 2nd Lieutenant Gruenther was 
signed to Fort Knox, Ky. and made an in- 
structor at the post’s school. He taught mili- 
tary history, courtesy, hygiene, bookkeep- 
ing, law and mess management. His pupils 
included veterans of 20-odd years’ experi- 
ence in the Army, and Gruenther was hard 
pressed to keep ahead of them at all, let 
alone to maintain any illusion of scholar- 
ship. Thus beset and buried in work, he was 
scornful of the many young officers who 


spent night after night at the officers’ club 
playing bridge. 

ne night he was invited for the first time 
to dinner at the home of his superior officer, 
a Major W. R. Gruber, There were 12 in the 
party, which promised, Gruenther supposed, 
an evening of discussion in which he could 
imagine himself making a fine impression. 
He was horrified when three card tables were 
produced after dinner and Major Gruber re- 
marked to him, “You play bridge, of course?” 
When Gruenther admitted that he didn’t 
know the game, the major gave him a look of 
incredulity and then drew him aside and 
gave him a quick summary of the rules. It 
was a rotating game, so that he had to play 
at all three tables during the evening, mis- 
erably enduring each time the malevolent 
glares of a new partner, 

Then and there he resolved to add bridge 
to his other miscellaneous subjects, even if 
it meant slighting his researches into mili- 
tary courtesy. He bought a rulebook and 
studied it hard. He began to play at the club. 
Soon he was winning post tournament 
the time he was assigned to West Point, a 
few years later, he was good enough to play 
in and referee the big tournaments in Kew 
York City. He refereed the Lenz-Culbertson 
matches. He wrote a rulebook which for 
years remained the standard text on bridge 
tournaments. He became not only the best 
bridge player in the Army but one of the 
best in the world. Meantime he had the 
pleasure of again playing with Major Gruber, 
to whom he owed all this, and sending him 
down by a whacking score. 

As a result Gruenther was well known as 
a bridge expert long before he had made any 
name for himself as an officer. However, he 
was dedicated to the Army in the literal 
sense of the word and was learning his pro- 
fession with a good deal more energy than 
he had applied to learning cards. His special 
talent was for staff work. When finally i in 
1942 the War Department had to put armies 
into the field quickly and needed staff men 
to organize them, Gruenther was ready for 
an important job. Since then he has been so 
often a chief of staff or a deputy chief that 
he has become almost an archetype or living 
symbol of staff leadership. In fact, his ap- 
pointment two weeks ago as Supreme Com- 
mander in Europe is only the second time in

unit to maintain itself as an effective force 
All this is directed by the chief of staff, who 
is thus a sort of executive vice president in 
charge of everything and who, although sub 
ject in all instances to the final authority of 
the commander, in fact runs the unit. 


The busy vs. the lazy 


HE. personal qualities needed for com- 

mand work obviously differ somewhat 
from those needed for staff work. A great 
commander, such as Eisenhower, can be (and 
was) a good staff officer, and a great chief of 
staff can be a good commander: but men 
tend to be predominately fitted for one 
the other, General Kurt von Hammerstein- 
Equord, head of the German army from 1930 
to. 1933, defined the difference this way 
“Officers who are clever and industrious I 
appoint to the General Staff. . . the man 
who is clever and lazy qualifies for the high- 
est leadership posts [Command]. He has the 
requisite nerves and the mental clarity for 
difficult decisions.” 


By this definition Gruenther automatically 
was destined for staff, for he is incredibly in- 
dustrious. He works at least 10 hours a day

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THE IDEAL CHIEF OF STAFF AND HIS FOUR COMMANDERS 


RISE OF GRUENTHER began in 1941 when he became chief of staff of Third 


Army. In 1942 Lieut. General Walter Krueger pinned on his first star (efi). In 
1943, as Fifth Army chief of staff, he attended Christmas Eve Mass with General

days, “General Gruenther doesn’t play.” And as he himself says, ‘I 
play serious bridge.” 

But since clever, industrious officers have been known to end up 
commanding ordnance depots, Hammerstein-Equord’s maxim evi- 
dently is incomplete. An American view of what makes a staff officer 
was written in 1917 by Major General Tasker H. Bliss when he was 
chief of staff of the Army: “Untiring industry, helpfulness, self- 
sacrifice and self-effacement are the foundation stones of efficient 
staff service. Tact, good temper, forebearance, alertness, willingness 
to accept responsibility, reserve, good judgment, and straight think- 
ing, not to mention personal valor, would be the conspicuous charac- 
teristics of the perfect staff officer.” 

INGWara iG Takase rth rea CSO aNTTRT Wah aTSEateRs 
willingness to accept responsibility, reserve, good judgment, and 
straight thinking, not to mention personal valor. And ordinarily he 
shines in the other qualities as well. He is tactful: for instance, at 
SHAPE no one is ill, no one has a baby, no one is promoted and, it 
often seems, not a sparrow falls from the sky without a note of con- 
gratulation or sympathy in Gruenther’s own hand. He is good tem- 
pered: he manages to smile even when he loses a bridge game, although 
he is inwardly curdled. He is forebearing: he can spend eight hours 
testifying before a congressional committee and emerge with his faith 
in the democratic process unshaken. But under certain circumstances 
tact, temper and forebearance all vanish. Sloppy or incomplete work 
arouse in Gruenther a cold but deep anger. There is fine sandpaper in 
his voice as he says, “Well, professor, why don't you know?” or 
“Why didn’t you do it?” and proceeds inexorably to find out why. A 
former secretary says, “He makes you feel like a crumb.” Yet it is diffi- 
cult to stay hurt or angry, for when not disturbed Gruenther is a 
kindly man, ‘a good boss,” one of his aides says, “because he’s so 
good about the little things that make the big difference.” 

But in these days, when the military forces take almost two thirds 
of the national budget, it is no longer enough for the military leader 
to be, as a high British general describes Gruenther, “a terrifie profes- 
sional, an absolute master of his particular art’; it is necessary also to 
hea great salesman, to convince, cajole, amuse and threaten Congress 
and the public into doing what they should do and have already agreed 
to do. Gruenther is a master at this. He is a good public speaker too, 
with a talent for making the complexities of defense simple and inter- 
esting. As a final measure of his talent at public relations Gruenther is 
greatly admired and personally liked by the press corps, and when the 
men who cover the Pentagon and SHAPE cannot find something ill to 
say of a military man—any military man—it is a long day indeed. 

Considering all this, one is forced almost to believe in the doctrine 
of the perfectibility of man, or at least of man-as-Army-officer. It is 
plain at any rate that the U.S. in the years ahead could very well use 
more soldiers like Gruenther, and it is in the national interest to in- 
quire into his origins, in the hope that there may be more where 
he came from. 

The east central part of Nebraska, in which Gruenther’s home town 
of Platte Center is situated, was first settled largely by Irish immi- 
grants. Gruenther’s mother was Mary Shea, a country schoolmarm, 
the daughter of local farmers. After the Irish, the Germans—mostly 
from the southern, Catholic sections—arrived in great numbers and 
among them were Gruenther’s paternal grandparents. Thus Alfred was 
a typical product of this particular corner of the Middle West: German 
and Irish, a descendant of farmers, a Catholic. 

Today Platte Center has a population of about 500, with several 
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Mark Clark near Naples. Back in Europe in 1951, he counseled Eisenhower at

dozen pleasant-looking clapboard houses set in big, leafy yards along 
dirt streets. Except that it has lost about 10% of its population, it is 
very much the same as when Alfred Gruenther was born there on 
March 3, 1899, in a small white clapboard house with gingerbread 
trim, set far back on a big lawn. 

In this village, entertainment was not something that happened 
but that had to be planned, and young Alfred’s bent toward organiza- 
tion had a chance to develop early. The neighborhood baseball games 
took place in his yard, with Alfred playing all positions indiscrimi- 
nately. In the classroom at St. Joseph’s School his favorite sport was 
to put a pin in the toe of his shoe and prick the bottom of the pupil 
in the desk ahead of him, looking up with bland surprise when 
victim yelped. He was alert, mischievous and dissembling, and on to 
of it got reasonably good grades in school without seeming to do muc! 
work, So he acquired the nickname “Simp,” for Simpleton, because 
his schooldays’ friend, Harold (‘Stump’) Gleason, recalls, “He was 
so outlandishly clever.” 

But there were few pranks at home. Mary Shea Gruenther, who is 
in her late 70s now, still full of energy and country sense, says of her 
household, “We belonged to the old school. By the time you got your 
chores done and ate your supper, it was time to march off to bed. In 
our house there was a boss, and that was Mr. Gruenther. I like to 
think I added something, but I don’t want to take anything away from 
Mr. Gruenther. Alfred got everything from his father.” 

By every account Christopher Gruenther was an extraordinarily 
able and virtuous man. He had learned hard work and self-reliance 
when his mother died and his father went to Oregon, leaving him with 
relatives. He made his living as a farmhand and put himself through 
a year of college. Atearwarh with Mora hard work aid frugality, he 
saved enough to start a weekly newspaper, the Platte Center Signal 
(circulation 300). He was a tall, good-looking man, full of energy and 
good humor, and in that time and in that part of the country it was 
inevitable that he go into politics. He became clerk of the district 
court, managed two successful campaigns for U.S. Senator Gilbert 
Hitchcock and was state manager during two of William Jennings 
Bryan’s presidential campaigns. However, politics was neither a voca- 
tion, except incidentally, nor an avocation with him. He was an old- 
fashioned patriot, who approached his political tasks with strong con- 
victions and a sense of moral obligation; and he took his parental 
responsibilities with equal seriousness. He was an affectionate father 
and entered into the front yard ball games with enthusiasm. But he 
was also a strong disciplinarian who expected exact obedience and 
refused to allow his children to give anything less than their best, 
and who punished laziness and bad behavior with righteous wrath.

LFRED was the oldest. Homer, Lester (who died at 11), Leona,

One 
year Chris took him and his cousin Felix Bruckner on a trip to Chi- 
cago and offered a prize of $15 to the boy who kept the best diary 
about it. Bruckner recalls, “Al would stay up till 2 or 3 in the morn- 
ing cooking up his stuff. I never bothered. I went to sleep.”

Wuen Ernie Pyle went overseas to write about the war, many 
people had never heard his name. But a few: years later, when he died of 
a sniper’s bullet on Ie Shima, several million people felt like crying. 


This is how it happened that a skinny, middle-aged man with a 
portable typewriter became the brother of all of us. 


Ernie wasn’t like other war reporters. He ignored the generals, the 
grand strategy, the big picture, the pins on the map. To the ordinary 
guy, Ernie once said, war is hardly ever bigger than a hundred yards on 
each side of him. So Ernie lived in that two-hundred-vard world, 
eating its tasteless food, talking its language, sleeping its uneasy sleep. 


He never tried to be a hero. Much of the time he was scared, just

By the time Alfred was 13 and ready for high school, Chris had 
become clerk of the district court at Columbus and was also a lead- 
ing land auctioneer. Mary Gruenther was in charge at the Signal. 
With their combined income Alfred’s parents were able to send 
him to boarding school, and as Chris already had formed the idea 
that he should eventually go to West Point the school he chose was 
St. Thomas Military Academy, a Catholic prep school at St. Paul. 

Gruenther today recalls that he felt no special enthusiasm about 
this, and his first years at St. Thomas did little to attract him to 
military life. In fact, one summer when Chris was away and the 
editorial column had to be filled, he composed a high-minded in- 
dictment of the Army, including one fine sentence he still re- 
members: “In war and war alone lies the glory of the military 
profession.” Chris was so angry when he returned and read the 
paper that Alfred felt he should give the whole matter very serious 
thought; and in re-examining his ideas he decided that he had 
been wrong. His first serious ambition had been to become a priest. 
Then he had wanted to be a doctor and had arranged his subjects 
at the school with that end. Now, when he was 15, he decided 
that he wanted to go into the Army. 

Chris’s surveillance followed all through St. Thomas. He urged 
the instructors to report to him on any deficiencies in his son, and 
if he found any mistakes in spelling, punctuation or grammar in 
Alfred’s letters home, he would circle them in red and send the 
letter back. Alfred was not then particularly ambitious. But “to 
fail would have been to grieve my father,” he has said. "He was so 
pleased when I did well, and he took it so hard when I didn’t.” 
So he took a memory course—the beginnings of that minute mem- 
ory that is so impressive to his colleagues now. But his grades still 
were not brilliant, and Chris, taking no chances, sent him to the 
Army and Navy Preparatory School in Washington to prepare 
him for the West Point examinations. When the time came, and 
Senator Hitchcock made him an appointee, he passed the exami- 
nations handily. Classmates at West Point remember him as a 
grind, and one of them has said, “He was a little mousy. You 
wouldn’t have said he had capacity for leadership or that he could 
impose his personality on others.” He graduated fourth in his 
class, on Nov. 1, 1918, 10 days before the Armistice. In 1920 he 
found himself at Fort Knox. 


‘A damn good teacher’ 


ERE he met and fell in love with Grace Crum, a Jeffersonville, 
Ind. girl who was working at Knox as a secretary and some- 
time hostess at the officers’ club. His mother remembers, “His 
father worried a good deal about it, but then he thought, ‘If he’s 
in love and wants to marry, it will be on his mind and harm him 
in his work, so maybe it will be better if he goes ahead and mar- 
ries.’ So Mr. Gruenther wrote and gave him his permission.” 

Less than a year later Chris Gruenther was fatally injured in an 
automobile accident. His oldest daughter, Leona, remembers, “Al 
got there before Daddy died. He took charge of everything, made 
all the arrangements with that complete efficiency. And then, 
when it was all over, he broke down and cried like his heart would 
break. In a way it was worse for him than for any of us.” 

Soon afterward Alfred and Grace and their baby son Donald 
left for the Philippines (a second son, Richard, was born there). 
In 1927 he returned to West Point as an instructor in chemistry 
and electricity and stayed for five years, until 1932. They were 
important years for him. The same classmate who had thought 
him “‘a little mousy” as a cadet was there also and was interested 
in watching him change. “I think it began with the realization 
that he was a damn good teacher. There was a gradual develop- 
ment of confidence. With that he began to show qualities of lead- 
ership. I think he found himself at the academy. And inciden- 
tally, bridge helped a lot.” 

e way Gruenther organized West Point bridge tournaments 
impressed New York experts whom he sometimes lured to the 
academy as referees or lecturers. One of them, Julian Goldman, 
asked him to conduct a big tournament in the city, enforcing “mil- 
itary discipline” on players who straggled in late and delayed the 
game. With this in mind Gruenther arranged for alternates to be 
present and ruled that play would begin promptly at 8:15. At that 
hour all of the players had appeared except Goldman and his part- 
ner. “If Mr. Goliman and his partner are not here in one minute,” 
Gruenther announced, “their places will be filled.” Sixty seconds 
of silence passed, and Gruenther summoned two of the alternates. 

Goldman and his partner entered five minutes later and asked 
for their places. “I’m sorry,” Gruenther replied, “but you've 
been ruled out.” “But I am the chairman of the tournament,”

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Goldman cried. ju can’t do that!’ Gruenther answered, “I’m 
awfully sorry, but you're out.’” Whereupon Goldman turned and 
stalked from the room, 

That night made me as a bridge referee,” Gruenther says. “It 
was a sensation. Nobody could imagine anything like it, Of course 
it was another example of good luck that it had to be Goldman I 
counted out—nobody else would have attracted nearly so much 
attention.” The experts, it appeared, really did want discipline, 
and with this convincing example they made Gruenther their fa- 
vorite referee, He was paid $50 a night and later on $100. “It was 
the biggest money I’d ever seen in my life,” Gruenther says. “I'd 
have been shocked to know anybody got $50 a month for that sort 
of work.” He and Grace furnished their home on his fees. 

It was not until 1935—almost 17 years after his graduation— 
that Gruenther made captain, and four more years elapsed before 
he got his first field command. In that period he became one of 
the youngest members of hii at the Command and General 
Staff School and the Army War College, a fact that persuaded 
Gruenther he eventually would gain at least fairly high rank. 
Since ranking officers often were called upon to speak in public, 
Gruenther enrolled for an evening course in public speaking. He 
also began to collect—and index—the anecdotes and jokes which 
enliven his talks and of which he now has about 200, This cease- 
less self-improvement extended to his relationships with others. 
He had been a “pretty serious young man who missed a lot of the 
fun of life” when he started out, his wife remembers. But the sur- 
face aspects of that changed too, and Gruenther came increasingly 
to resemble Chris in warmth and humor of personality. 

In 1939 Captain Gruenther was given command of the 15th 
Field Artillery Battalion at Fort Sam Houston, a piece of good luck 
that seemed like bad luck at the time. On arriving at the post 
Gruenther called on Major General (later Lieut. General) Walter 
Krueger to pay his respects. Krueger, a bluff warrior, invited 
Gruenther to sit down and tell him about his previous work in the 
Army. As he did so, Krueger’s face clouded and he broke in to de- 
clare that Gruenther had spent far too much time at West Point 
and far too little in the field and would be worthless as commander 
of an artillery unit or, for that matter, anything else. 

All that year Krueger's attitude was hostile. Gruenther’s first 
intimation that the general had mellowed came some time later 
when Krueger suddenly asked him to become one of his aides. 
The general gruffly added that he would advise him not to accept 
because, as Gruenther had learned, he was difficult to get along 
with. After thinking this over Gruenther told Krueger he had de- 
cided to take his advice. The general was disconcerted but had to 
agree that it was a sound decision. 


Love at first sight 


IN 1941 Gruenther was sent to Washington to serve at General 

Headquarters under Lieut. General McNair. A young brigadier 
general named Mark Clark also was on McNair’s staff, and they 
became friends. Clark, as it happened, also was a good friend 
of a colonel named Dwight Eisenhower, who had come back from 
the Philippines recently to serve as chief of staff to Gruenther’s 
old critic, Lieut. General Krueger, now commander of the Third 
Army. On Clark’s recommendation, and with Krueger's strong

turning point in his career. A few months later Eisenhower was 
called to Washington, and Gruenther succeeded him as Krueger’s 
chief of staff (they got along fine). When Eisenhower was sent to 
London, he at o1 sked for Gruenther. Walter Bedell Smith was 
to be chief of staff and Gruenther would be deputy chief. 

Things were happening very fast just then. Gruenther stopped 
in Washington to see Smith, who sta: to tell him about Opera- 
tion Torch, the invasion of North Africa. Smith was interrupted by 
a call from General Marshall. and Gruenther had to leave for Lon- 
don unbriefed. His first day there Eisenhower told him a little 
more about the invasion and added that Gruenther would be atid 
planning officer for it. That night he was notified to appe 
meeting the next morning. When he arrived he found himself 
among “about 30 ranking British officers. 

To Gruenther’s horror, everyone turned expectantly to him 
The British had come to hear the American plan for Torch. With 
acute embarrassment Gruenther explained that he was just in and 
didn’t feel qualified to speak. The British politely asked when he 
might do so—that being Monday, would Friday be convenient? 
Gruenther wanly agreed. He had had very little practical experience 
in planning, but he pulled together a small staff and on Friday had 
a preliminary plan ready. Within six weeks the whole operation 
was planned in detail. “It was sink or swim,” Gruenther says. “I 
managed to swim, and in the process I learned the art of planning, 
and I've spent most of my time at it ever since.” 

After Torch, Mark Clark asked for Gruenther as his chief of staff 
for the Italian campaign, and he served in that job throughout 
the rest of the war, first with Clark’s U.S. Fifth Army, and later with 
which combined the combat forces of the 
British, French, Polish, New Zealanders and Italians 
under Clark’s command. He was “ideal” at negotiating with the 
various nationalities, Clark recalls, as well as “courageous, fear- 
less” under battle ditions and a calming influence on Clark 
himself. Clark says, “Old Al was always telling me when I’d get 
hot and bothered, ‘Now Boss, let's think about it for a while.’ ” 
After the German surrender, Gruenther went with Clark to Austria 
as deputy commianding general of the U.S. occupied area there, 
and then in 1945 was recalled to Washington where he was suc- 
cessively commanding officer of the National War College, direc- 
tor of the joint staff and deputy chief of staff for plans and combat 
operations, the number 3 slot on the general staff. 

As director of the joint staff, and equally as head of P&O, it was 
essential that Gruenther maintain the closest liaison with the 
State Department, the Central Intelligence Agency, the National 
Security Council and all the other important defense agencies. It 
meant an immense amount of work, but Gruenther’s appetite for 
“knowing the problem” did not weaken even when the problem 
was the size of the U.S.’s security. Two new words, “‘Gruenther- 
ize” and “Gruenthergram,” were added to the Army's lexicon 


Thus Gruenther’s lon 
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A FAMILY TRIUMPH came early in Korean war when general's younger 
son, Richard, received a battlefield promotion from lieutenant to captain,

during this time. To “Gruentherize”’ someone is to ask him inter- 
minable questions in the hope of refining a question or a situation 
to its essence. A “Gruenthergram” is a small white slip of paper 
containing usually either a question or an order. 

What Mark Clark calls Gruenther’s “terrible inquisitiveness” 
had soon made him an expert on so many of the problems of de- 
fense that he was constantly being given extra jobs to do. One was 
to brief General Eisenhower, who was busy at Columbia but want- 
ed to keep informed about defense matters and whom Gruenther 
visited frequently in New York. In 1949 Eisenhower came back to 
the Pentagon on special duty and found, he says, “Everybody was 
turning to Al, and he would give the place, time and figures out of 
his head. It was almost a case of working a good horse to death,” 

In December of 1950, when Eisenhower was made Supreme 
Commander of the newly authorized NATO forces, there was no 
hesitation in his mind as to who should be his chief of staff. He 
recalls, ‘Al was the service specialist on international affairs. He 
had a complete comprehension of the job we faced. He was the 
obvious and inevitable choice.” By early January, Gruenther was 
in Paris with an advance planning group, and “Supreme Headquar- 
ters, Allied Powers in Europe” was officially “activated” on April 2. 
Eisenhower and Gruenther worked so closely together, and were 
with each other so much at SHAPE, on travels and even at their 
homes (they are each other's favorite bridge partner), that it was 
difficult to identify any particular decision or idea as having come 
from one or the other. They were completely harmonious: as Ma- 
jor General Snyder, then chief medical officer at headquarters and 
now White House physician, says, “They are what a doctor would 
call ‘symbiotic,’ like sight and hearing, or taste and smell—they 
operate better together than they do separately.” 

When Eisenhower decided to return to the U.S. to run for the 
presidency, it seemed to a majority of the NATO countries that the 
situation called for a man with field command experience to suc- 
ceed him. However, when General Ridgway was chosen, it was with 
the proviso on their part that Gruenther remain as chief of staff; 
and when the top job fell vacant again due to Ridgway’s « 
to chief of staff of the Army, Gruenther was the logical successor, 
Thus for the second time in his life he is confronted by the tech- 
niques and responsibilities of command—and on a scale a good deal 
larger than that of an artillery battalion. Some of his associates are 
not sure that he can change the patterns of a lifetime, learn to be 
“clever and lazy” and rely on his own chief of staff (as yet not se- 
lected) to relieve himself of detail. Eisenhower thinks he can. “I'll 
bet old Al could do it,” he commented when the question arose b 
fore. “I think he can do just about anything he puts his mind to. 

As the youngest four-star general in the Army and a prospective 
future chief of staff of the Army (he probably will follow Ridgway 
in that position also), Gruenther could be pardoned some seli- 
ulation. But conceit is not in his temperament, and nature 
in this case is ably assisted by Grace Gruenther, founder and 
president of the Anti-Gruenther Society. The idea for this organ- 
ization came to her as a bride, when she found herself a newcomer 
among what seemed to her to be innumerable Gruenthers and 
felt that she must construct an island of resistance. She was the 
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GRUENTHER continveo 


only member until Homer married, whereupon his wife was ad- 
mitted, and all subsequent spouses of Gruenther children and 
grandchildren have automatically become members. (The two 
Gruenther sons, Don and Dick, both are West Point graduates, 
now respectively a major and a captain.) 

A principal objective of the society is to keep General Gruenther 
from assuming that his four stars carry any weight outside the 
Army or, indeed, that he is touched with divinity in any way, in- 
cluding the field of bridge. Grace learned the game along with him, 
at Fort Knox, the Philippines, and West Point, and became an 
excellent player—in Ely Culbertson’s opinion, as good a one as her 
husband—and they often played in tournaments as partners. They 
are a good team, she believes: “At least I like to play with him, 
T'm not so sure he likes to play with me. Now and then I'll do 
something wrong and he'll say, ‘Why did you do that? That's fun- 
damental,’ he'll say. It’s like waving a red flag for me. I get so mad! 
But it doesn’t happen often. I'll hear him sometimes explaining 
something to one of his young officers, everything so elementary 
and clear, as if they didn’t have any sense. T trained him a long 
time ago not to talk that w 

After 30 years she has become reconciled to Gruenther’s addiction 
to work, but she does not approve of it. As he never has digestive 
troubles, sleeps well, is cheerful and considerate around the house 
and shows every sign of splendid health, she has no very effective 
arguments to make him slow down. So she makes the best of it by 
seeing that he is supplied with plenty of steaks and chops, by 
insisting that he eat an egg for breakfast and by keeping the house- 
hold running smoothly. Both the Gruenthers and the anti-Gruen- 
thers are agreed that she is “a wonderful homemaker,” and as such 
she exercises her rights with good humor but with firmness. It is 
perhaps the ultimate test of Gruenther’s ability to analyze the 
problem and to learn from experience that he never tries to infringe 
on them, “Oh, I consult him about things,” she says, “even the 
shade of green when we're doing a room over, and he’s always 
interested, or at least acts like he is. But unless I ask him, he 
doesn’t interfere. He knows it wouldn’t do much good if he tried.
